How Sr.rrts ut Maih.-IV following 
letter in tbr Liternry World, from Georg, H. 
Cfllverl. describe, the |»ro »^ at sculpture, and 
roman- information that will undoubtedli 
be loftily tnteresGi^; to a large portion of our 
readers It contains also some mot* admirable 
remarks upon the --Greek Slave,- by Powers, 
wtucb sail further commend it Io notice: 

Prorttt Sculpture — Do tircek Star -. — This 

statue having, on its first presentation to the 
American public, excited unbounded admiration 
and enthusiasm, a brief account of it will be in- 
ti resting Io its author's tellow-couiftrymen. 

Tl»e Greek Slave is the second ideal work of 
the American sculptor. Huaui Pow'ers — tlie Eve 
twine li'. first. Tlie day model was begun and 
finished in tlie summer aud autumn of 1K42. 
American sculptors having been hitherto 
obliged to work abroad, but lew at our riti/rn- 
have ha.: opiwrtunities of witnessing the labors 
of the studio; acceptable, therefore, will be 
some explanation of the sex-era I processes 
through which a work in sculpture must pass 
ere the artist can present his conception smooth- 
ly embodied in marble. The visitors to the 
"Siave" will thus be made acquainted w ith the 
bodily birth and grow tb of the wondeiful crea- 
tion that stands before them in darrling beautv- 
Tbe conception being matured in tlie artist's 
mind, the first Wep in the process of giving form 
to it, is to erect, on a firm pedestal, a skeleton 
of iron, whose height, breadth, and limbs are de- 
termined by the size and shape of tbe proposed 
statue. In this earn it would be above hie feet 
high, with brandies, first at the shoulders, run- 
ning down forward for the arms, then at tlie 
hips, to support the large mass of clay in the 
trunk, and thence divided in two for the legs. 
About tin,- strong simple frame is now roughly 
built, with wet clay, the pre-determ meu image. 
Kapidly is this moulded into an approximation 
to the human form; and when the trunk, bead, 
and limb* bat e been definitely shaped, then be- 
gins tbe close labor of the mind. The living 
models are summoned, and by their aid th<- sur- 
face i* wrought to its last stage of finish. I say 
model*, for, to achieve adequately a high ideal, 
several are needed. Nature rarely centres in i 
one individual all her gifts of corporeal beauty. 
For the Eve, Powers had more than a score of 1 
models. Tbe modern Christian artist cannot be i 
favored as was the painter Zeuxis of old. to 
whom a Grecian city, that had ordered from him ’ 
a picture of Helen, sent a number of its choicest 1 
maidens, that out of their various graces and 
beauties be might, as n were. extract one match- 
less form. For the “Slave,” the character Pow - 1 
ers bad established in Florence for purity and 
upright ne»- obtained for him one model (who 
is not a professional sitter) of such perfection j 
of form as to furnish all he could derive from I 
a model. With this breathing figure before him. | 
and through hi* precise knowledge of the form 
and expression of every part of the human body. I 
obtained from the study of nature and hi* own 
deep artistic intuitions, the clay under hi* hand 
gradually grew into life, a* it assumed the elas- 
tic, vital look, which no mere anatomical knowl- 
edge or craft can give, by which ms imparted, by 
tbe genial sympathy with nature's living fo; at, 
111 alliance with a w arm sensibility to tbe beau- 1 
tiful. qualities which crown and render effectu- 
al tlie other less elevated endowment* for art. 
Thu*, bv tlie mo*.- minute manual labor, direct- 
ed by those high and refined meutal gift*, the 
day model of the --Slave” wa> wrought out; , 
and here tin- artist’s work ended; the creation 
was corn-dele. The processes whereby it was 
now to be transferred to marble, though of a 1 
dehcate. difficult kind, and requiring labor and 
time, are purely mechanical, and are performed, 
under the artist's direction, by uninspired hand*.
